His last Words 
fq ms buddy who rushed to help him were “TU MLRJ FIKaR 
aiOD US MILITANT TO MAR". He then breamed

J dajor Sukhwinder Jeet Singh displayed daredevil courage, 
omitable lighting spirit even in the face of death. 

2. MAJOR BRAJ JOSHORE SHARMA (IC-40788), 

AR TILLER if, (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 9th November, 1997) 

On 09 November 1997 at around 0900 hours Major Braj 
Kishore Sharma of 168 Field Regiment (Longewaja), dep¬ 
loyed in Assam, while returning from leave with his family 
in Sharmik Express from Sultanganj, Bihar, fought valiantly 
with four armed hostiles who had started to loot ihe passea- 
jere from one of the compartment Qn the moving train. 

The officer displayed unparalleled courage when with 
utter disregard 10 his personal safety and being unarmed he 
fought with the armed hostiles who approached the fellow 
passengers around him. The officer succeeded in pinning 
down and disarming two of them. Another armed hostile 
sholt the officer in the chest. Unmindful of the injury and 
its grave consequences, the officer continued to challenge the 
hostiles while exhorting fellow passengers to fight Some 
passehrges closed in forcing the hostiles to panic, and nee 
by jumping, out of the train. The officer. succumbed to his 
in juries while being taken to the Hospital, at about 1930 
hours.

Tasked to encircle the suspected hideout, Major Padmana- 
bhan Srikumar the leading column commander, came under 
heavy automatic fire of a film Machine Gun at 1045 hours 
which wounded two other ranks and pinned down his 
column. Displaying ou standing lradc;ship nni conspicuous 
bravery, the office:, unmindful of his personal safely mov¬ 
ed lin the jangle and assaulted the hideout killing one 
militant in a fierce fire fight in which be as mortal 1 y wound¬ 
ed. De-.pite a, I odds, Major Padmanabhan Srikumar ex¬ 
horted his Hoops and continued the operation killing, four 
More hardcore militants and recovering large quantities of 
arms and amtnum'iQrt, In doing so, the officer was killed 
in action at (145 hours on 12 December 1997. 

Major Padmanabhan Srikumar thus displayed leadership 
qualities, conspicuous gallantry, unflinching devotion to duty 
and made the supreme sacrifice while fighting the militants.

Oh 27 Ian 1997, Shri Mohan Lai, accountant at Panna 
Lai Lacfil Ram Petrol Pump, Indore and his colleague, Shri 
Ihder Singh were going to deposit cash of Rs. 1.50 lakh 
in Dona Bank around 10.30-KT.4J tt.m. As soon as they 
reached opposite the bank, an unidentified man, standing 
at the nearby scooter stand, fired at them twice u*d tried to 
snatch the bag containing the cash from Shri Mohan Lai, 
As Shri Mohan Lai resisted his attempt, the culprit fired 
at Mohan Lai. The bullet hit him at the nock and Shri 
Moh&n Lai fell down. In the meantime the criminal and 
his colleague snatched the bag containing cash and ran 
away on a red coloured Suzuki motor cycle. Shri tnder 
Singh threw a few stones on them ana shouted. On hearing 
of shouts, Shri Devender Singh, a bystander, ignoring the 
risk to his own life, followed the armed culprits on scooter. 
As Shri Devender Singh reached near the criminals and 
tried to catch them, he was shot at by the criminals. He 
was rushed to the hospital where he succumbed to his 
injuries. The culprits have not been apprehended so far. 

Shri Devender Singh, thus, showed exemplary courage in 
trying to foil the robbery and in the process made the 
supreme sacrifice. 

3. 4269430 SEPOY RABINDRA KUMAR DAS. 8 BTHAR 

(Effective date of the award : 25th February, 1997) 

On 25 February 1997 Sepoy Rabindra Kumar Das was the 
scout of a covert operation launched with intelligence at 
Kumbi. Unaware of the Army Column presence four mili¬ 
tants in a hijacked government jeep entered" the Bazar and 
fired indiscriminately as a show of force and celebration. 
The column immediately reacted and an encounter ensued. 
Sepoy Rabindra Kumar Das was hit in the first volley and 
sustained gun «hot wounds on both legs. 


Unmindful of fils injury he edged forward leaving a blood 
trail and killed the militant who had fired on him . An¬ 
other Other Rank offered immediate help to which Sepoy 
Rabindra Kumar Das replied “Baad mein dekhenge". In 
a rare feat he recovered the militant’s carbine- alongwith 
a Rifle with magazine and six live rounds and one Jeep- 
during the encounter. 

In the successful covert well planned -operation Sepoy 
Rabindra Kumar Das displayed ra4> and rare courage, total 
professionalism, utter disregard to bis personal safety, utmost 
dedication and devotion to duty. 

4. GS-D88697Y DRIVER ENGINE STATIC SARWAN 
SINGH BORDER ROAD DEVELOPMENT BOARD 

(Effective date of the award : 11th March, 1997) 

Driver Engine Static, Sarwan Singh <3 Project Himank 
was deployed as operator on a dozer at Khardunglfi Top 
(altitude 18340 feet) for winter snow clearance. 

On 11 March, 97, 13 Army Vehicles, 2 civil buses with 
60 passengers and a few civil trucks were stuck due to a 
snow blizzard. In minus 26 degree centigrade temperature 
with visibility practically zero, Shri Sarwan Singh rushed 
down with his dozer and continued operating his dozer for 
hours till this convoy was safely cleared. The same day 
after mid night, message was received that 2 civil buses 
wiih 60 passengers were struck near Km. 36. At 0330 hrs., 
though bone tired due to working late the previous day, , 
he rushed down once again with his dozer and under in¬ 
human conditions worked relentlessly till both buses were 
recovered to Khardungla Top by 0600 hrs. At 0730 hrs. 
the same day, he left Khardungla Top for Km-41 to clear 
snow so that the buses would proceed on their journey. 
Afremclearing, 400 meters he and his machine were burled 
under huge snow avalanche. He was rescued and evacuat¬ 
ed to Leh hospital) 

Driver Engine Static Sarwatl Singh, thus displayed ex¬ 
ceptional courage conspicuous bravery, presence of mind 
and devotion to duty with utter disregard to his personal 
safety and saved 60 human lives iff the face of extreme 
danger.

On 19 March 97, information collected with pains taking 
effort by M.ijof Amanpreet Singh Legha, 27 Assam Rifles led 
to an operation in New Village Chumukidima, Kahuna dis¬ 
trict, Nagaland Lo kill a group of insurgents m eting there. 
The strike was totally unconventional by a small learn led 
by Major Amanpreet Singh Legha from the front. 

As the column approached the suspected house, the insur¬ 
gents opened fire with sophisticated weapons. Major 
Amanpreet Singh Legha charged towards the insurgents firing 
and killing one and fatally injuring another insurgent- A* 
the insurgents tried to flee. Major Amanpreet Singh Legha 
showtd extreme presence of mind in the face of lire and 
rushed hack to the Gypsy vehicle to cut off the escape route 
of : nsut > genls. This move resulted in the entrapping and 
the killing of two more .Undergrounds. 

In the operation lasting about two h'virs his aggressive 
leadership led to the killing of eight hard core ultras and the 
capture of one female insurgent alongwith weapons and a ' 
large quantity of ammunition and incriminating documents 
with no casualties on our own side. 

M'jor Amanpree* Singh Lech a showed most conspicuous 
acit of gallanlry, courage, and devotion to duty in the face of 
fiie.

On 19 March 1997 Sepoy Chandan Singh was placed us 
stop in the inner cordon of village Wodhpurn in the Janwntv 
and Kashmir Sector. 
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At 0920 hours while the search party approached the sus¬ 
pected group of houses the militant hiding inside the house 
ran out from the rear of the house firing, at own tfoops. 
Sepoy Chnnaan Smith realising that the militant was esca¬ 
ping through the gap of cordon regardless of his own safety 
immediately pounced on him auu in an one to one duel 
showered the militant with rite of his Sell' loading ipi.

Nkuukur in Jammu and Kashmir, Major Vishwajeet Singh 
■ stationed at Bernina, .quickly appreciated their destination 
and side stepped stops at Narakur and Kiiumani Chowk. 

At 2159 hours one militant was killed at Narakur. Re- 
niuininisj militants Uimed back towards Hamdafitfi, fired at 
Majot Vidiwnjeet Singh's approaching party at 0030 hour* 
and disappeared in ibe built up area. Area was cordoned 
despite heavy firing by militants which continued till 0300 
hours. ■ 

Two militants taking advantage of darkness tried to sneak 
thiough but were killed by Major Vishwajeet Singh. House 
to house search started at dawn. At 1100 hours fourth 
. militant hiding in an abandoned house fired at Major 
Vishwajeet Singh’s search parly. 

Tn a daring action he stormed the houso by throwing 
- grenade and spraying bullets, killing the militant instantane¬ 
ously. Jn this operation he apprehended an underground, 
persoraLy; killed three militants out of four, recovered three 
AK rifles and one pistol with no casualty to troops. 

Mpjor Vishwajeet,Singh thus displayed keen tactical 
acumen courage and bravery of highest order.

10. JC-412227 NAIB SUBEDAR JOGINDER NATH, 1 
PARA fSPECIAL FORCES), (POSTHUMOUS) 
(Effective date of the award: 13th April, 1997) 

N-fiib Subcdur Joginder Nath of 1 PARA (Special Forces) 
was the commander of the rear flank of a column tasked 
to raid a hideout a dreaded insurgent group in Maphital 
Rjdge, Ukhrul district, Manipur." 

■ bn flic night of 13/14 April 97, the column had to 
negotiated sheer cliffs and extremely hostile jungle terrain 
to reach the hideout. On reaching just 1 Kilometer short 
of the hideout, the column came under heavy automatic fire 
from three directions. 

Naib Subedar Joginder Nath retaliated with Are along- 
with his two rear scouts .to provide a safe passage to the 
advancing column. On realising the handicap due to the 
sheer cliff on one side, he decided to assault the insurgents. 
Firing his weapon and steadily advancing up tho sheer cliff 
he was single handedly responsible for gaining an edge over 
the insurgents and providing safety to his comrades. During 
this assault he was hit with one bullet on his shoulder, des¬ 
pite the bullet injury he continued the assault 'returning 
fire with only one hahd. He was once again hit with r 
bullet on his. neck. Despite being severely wounded he 
continued to return flro till he finally succumbed to his 
injuries. 

Displaying indomitable courage, he had, killed a top mili¬ 
tant and recovered his .38 US made revolver alongwith 12 
round* of ammunition and n large quantity of 'incriminating 
documents. 

Naib Subedar Joginder Nath thus, displayed indomitable, 
relentless determination in saving the live of bis comrade 
and made the supremo sacrifice. 

11 ‘ .TC-218539 SUBEDAR SANTOKH SINGH, 6 JAMMU 
AND KASHMIR • RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 21 April, 1997) 

On 21 April- 1997 Subedar Santokh Singh was leading a 
platoon' column during counter insurgency operation in 
village Kodom, Senapnti District of Manipur. 

At 0345 hours while laying cordon around the village 
militants opened fire from a hideout, Subedar Santokh- 
Sineh immediately ordered his group to continue firing while 
he alongwith three other ranks rushed towards the log hut 
to' destroy the underground hideout. 

Thideterred by the fire of militants and .with just three 
other ranks lie reached the log hut with lightening speed 
milkin'* use of darkness and foe. He and another other 
rank threw two grenades inside the hut through the window 
nil th-p bro’icht down intense fire from their AK rifles - 
and killed six militants. 
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Undeterred by the confusion, blast of grenades and firing 
from both sides, Subedar Santokh Singh rushed towards the 
door. Short of the door he found his radio operator on 
his knees in a state of frenzy holding the collar cf an injur¬ 
ed underground trying to escape. Subedar Santokh Singh 
put his foot on the chest of the underground and shot him 
and took position’ alongside the radio operator and another 
other rank, where another militant lay dead. All resistance 
and firing from the hideout subsided.. After I he encounter 
eight militants were found dead and nine sophisticated 
weapoffk recovered. 

Subedar Santokh Singh thus showed gallantry, comrade¬ 
ship and dedication to duty with total disregard to personal 
safety. 

12. MAJOR VICTOR PETER CHRISTOPHER (IC-47887), 
SM, 6 BIHAR 

(Effective date of the award : J3rd April, 1997) 

On night of 23/24 April 1997 Major Peter Christopher, 
based on specific intelligence headed a Quick Reaction Team 
(QRT) to a suspected hideout of the NSCN (IM) in Lang- 
thing North Cache r Hillc. As'am. However not finding 
the militants at the designated place he pursued the leads 
which led to the hideout located in a saw mill in thickly 
forested bamboo jungle nenr Langthing. 

The team reached close to the hideout. * Where it was 
greeted with a heavy volume of automatic fire. Maior Victor 
Peter Christopher, alongwith three of his men suffered bul¬ 
let injuries. 

"Leading from the front this gallant officer inspite of 
his pro fusel v bleeding arm, rallied his men and immediately 
returned the fire and with utter disregard to his personal 
safety, charged towards the house with this party. Firing 
with only one hand as a result of the bullet injury, the 
Officer shot dead one insurgent on bursting in to the hut. The 
remaining two Insurgents trying to flee were also shot dead. 
The team also recovered one AK rifle, one carbine assort¬ 
ed ammunition and incriminating documents. 

Major Victor Peter Christopher, SM with a never say 
die attitude displayed indomitable courage. Undaunted deter¬ 
mination, presence of mind and braverv in killing three 
militants and lecovering arms and ammiimtion. 

13 , MAJOR R A MESH SAMPATH (IC-45398). 13 RASH- 
TRIYA TUPLES 

(Effective date of the award : llth June, 1997) 

On 11 Jana 1997, 13 Rashtriya Rifles Battalion launched 
specific search operation in village TnderVut Tehsil Somiwaril 
in BsramuUa District of Jammu and Kashmir. Contact with 
savage and belligerent militants, trapped in two storey target 
house, was established at 1700 hrs 

Major Ramesh Sampath. the Company Commander on 
Observing two militants on ground floor, alongwith his buddy 
closed on to the target house and shot dead two militants 
through a window. Militant on the first floor realising that the 
officer and his buddy were alongside the wall of the house, 
brought Intense and accurate five, denying withdrawal. 
Another militant on the ground floor engaged, the officer by 
firing along the wall. Undeterred by the intense and accu¬ 
rate fire, the officer closed towards the window and in a 
swift action lobbed two hand grenades thus killing One 
militant. 

Major Ramesh Sampath who v">s still alongside the wall of 
the house, observing the two militants attempting escape, at 
approximately 2130 hours charged and shot dead both the 
militants at a close rang# of five meters. The officer’s 
bullet proof incket rendered militant’s file ineffective during 
this gun battle. 

The slain militonfs Wei ■’ later identified at three foreign 
mercenaries. Four AK Rifles, one pistol, two Radio sets and 
a large quantity of war like stores w<re recovered 

Major Ramrh Sampath thus displayed of combat tenacity, 
exceptional skill of arms and bravery of the highest order. 


14. JC-224229 SUBEDAR JASHPAL SINGH, 6 SIKH 
HUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 22nd June, 1997) 

On 22 June 1997 ut 0430 hours Subedar J.isftpal Singh while 
patrolling in Bachhpnra, Srinagar jn Jammu and Kashmir 
alongwith 15 other ranks observed suspicions movement inside 
one house. ~ Subedar Jashpal Singh had the house cordoned 
and proceeded to search the house, the militants occupying 
Ihc house opened fire. Subedar Jashpal Singh took position 
near the door and returned the fire, killing one militant 
instantaneously. 

Die other militants in the house in desperation threw 
grenades and opened heavy volume of automatic fire. One 
militant in bid to escape from the front door fired at’Sube¬ 
dar Jashpal Singh seriously wounding him. Subedur Jashpal 
showing nerves of steel fired at the militant and killed him 
before falling down in ah injured state, 

V 

Meanwhile reinforcements came and augmented the cordon. 
Instead cf allowing himself to be evacuated, Subedar Jashpal 
Singh alongwith an officer continued to fight with the mili¬ 
tants. At Cat moment Subedar Jashpal Singh noticed 
another militant point, his weapon to fire at them. Subedar 
Jaslipal Singh" alongwith the officer in a last valiant effort 
fired at the militant and killed him. Subedar Jashpal Singh 
slumped and finally succumbed to his injuries and made the 
supreme sacrifice for the call of^uty. 

Subedar Jashpal Singh’s, action led to the death of three 
hardcore foreign pailitants and led to the capture of large 
quantity of weapons, ammunitions and explosives. 

Subedar Jashpal Sjngh, thus, displayed conspicuous bravery, 
unparalleled tenacity, devotion to service beyond the call of 
duty and spirit of self sacrifice. 

15, 13751723 RIFLEMAN SURJEET SJNGH, JAMMU AND 
KASHMIR RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 28th June, 1997) 

On 28 June 1997, at 1100 hours, , Quick Reaction Team 
moved with Commanding Officer, 2 Maratha Light Infantry, 
to village Bibanigala to confront six heavily armed Militants. 
Rifleman Surject Singh, on leave from same village, imme¬ 
diately guided the troops to block escape routes and led them 
to the concrete bouse the militants bad occupied. Aware of the 
murderous automatic and rifle grenade fire by the militants, 
he helped position the medium machine gun detachment, and 
exposing himself to fetch ammunition, passed through this 
belt of fire time and again till he was mortally wounded not 
withstanding which, he carried ammunition an4 collapsed by 
the machine gun and died, In so doing/he displayed the very 
highest qualities of courage, dedication beyound the culi of 
comradiere. Rifleman Surject Singh died on the spot due to 
bullet injury on his head at 1530 hours on 28 Jpne 1997. 

Rifleman Surject Singh thus, displayed conspicuous courage 
in the face of militants and made the supreme. 

16. 13616857 LANCE NAIK SARPUDEEN KHAN, 1 PARA 
(SPECIAL FORCES) 

(Effective date of the award : llth July, 1997) 

On 11/12 Jul 1997 Lance. Nalk Sarpudeen Khan of ’C 
Team, 1 PARA (Special Forces) was the leading scout during 
a cordon and search operation in Village Thingkangphai, 
District Churachandpur, Manipur. 

Once the outer cordon was established the search party of 
which Lange Naik Sarpudeen Khan wjs a Rcout moved into 
the village to carry out selective search of suspect houses. All 
of a sudden the party came under heavy, automatic fire from 
the first house.. The troops retaliated with fire and the 
Troop Commander ntshed towards the house. Seeing his troop 
commander fiance Naik Sarpudeen Khan broke cover and ran 
towards the house firing on the ran and giving covering fire 
to the troop commander. On reaching the house Lance Naik 
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Saipudecn Khan and the the troop commander etfected a swift 
entry irito the house, which took the militants by surprise. 

Lance Naik Sarpudeen Khan . on entering the house en¬ 
countered two militants In the immediate vicinity to his 
right, the young commando soldier displaying true gilt and 
presence of mind shot one militant on the spot and executed a 
swift Karate Kick on the other militant to render him off 
balance, he then pounced upon the militant and shot him in 
the head. This complete operation resulted in nine militants 

S oing killed, thirteen were apprehended and a large quantify 
f Arnis/Animuniiion were recovered. 

Lance Naik SarpuJeen Khan thus, displayed raw comage in 
the face of militants and single handedly killed two armed 
militants in hand to hand combat. 


117. 4263681 LANCE NATK KAMTA-PANDEY, 17 BIHAR 
(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 12th July, 1997) 

On 12 July 1997 based on specific information, suspect 

S ouses in village Kondabal District Srinagar in Jammu and 
Kashmir were effectively cordoned by 17 Bihar. 

As (he search parties approached the target house, belli- 
gerant foreign mercenaries opened heavy indiscriminate fire. 
Realising futility of escape, one mercilessly jumped out of the 
target house. 

Lance Naik Kamta Pandey of Alfa Company reacting 
swiftly engaged the ileeing mercenary. A second mercenary 
sensing danged to his buddy brought down intense volume of 
fro on Lance Naik Kamta Pandey thereby injuring him. Un¬ 
deterred by his iniurics and displaying dogged determination 
lmce Naik Kamta Pandey killed the first mercenaiy. Tim 
second mercenary attempting a desparate bid to escape firing 
indiscriminately charged at Lance Naik Kamta Pandey, who 
despite his injuries shot him dead in a close quarter run 
battle. He then fired i.t the third mercenary in the house 
injuring him seriously before succumbing to his own injuries. 


Lance Naik Kamta PrnJjj thus, di.-playcd . conapieuLu-. 
gallantry, indomitable courage, extreme valour, still like grid 
and rose beyond the call of duty and made the supreme 
sacrifice in his fight against foreign mercenaries. 

18. SECOND IJEUTENANT PAR AM JIT SINC.H BAJWA 
(1C-56643), 6 PARA 

(Effective date of the award : 19th July, 1997) 

On night of 18/19 July 1997 at 1000 hrs the High Risk 
Mission Team undei Second Lieutenant Parcmjif Singh Bajwa 
was ordered to clear the area of village Nikke Tehsil Mahore 
In Udampur district of Jammu and Kashmir as an assault 
party member. 

At 1243 hrs. the team came under intense automatic fire 
from under a boulder while searching the qollah bed. Second 
Lieutenant Paramjit Singh Bajwa immediately deployed an 
effective cordon. Realising the danger to his own rroops 
Who were unable to bring effective fire on the W'ell-concenlcd 
militants the officer crawled upto the boulder and shot the 
militant dead. However while extricating the body he noticed 
a likely entrance to another hideout. 

Displaying total disregard for personal safety, Second 
Lieutenant Paramjit Singh Bajwa closed in and Jobbed two 
fcrenades into the hideout inspite cf heavy jctaliatorv Jre 
from within. He then personally fired on the hideout and 
killed the four foreign mercenaries concealed inside. Four 
AK rifles, large quantity of ammunition and incriminating 
documents were recovered. 

In this action Second Lieutenant Paramjit Singh Bajwa thus, 
displayed gallantry and courage of the highest order, with 
total disregard to his personal safety, while fighting 

the militants. 


19. MAJOR JASON JACOB JESU, (1C-52956), 11 MAKA- 

THA LIGH T INFANTRY 

(Effective date of the award : 7th August, l!)97) 

On receipt of information from a source regard)be a 
possible meeting or some militants .1 village laraban in 
Darrang District in Assam, Major Jason Jacob Jasu who was 
doing tne dual duty or Adjutant aqd Company Commander 
quickly analysed the information, led a combined coimun of 
troops and slodhtuly surrouffdeu the village by first light on 0/ 
August 97. 

While commencing, house to house search, Major Jason 
Jacob Jesu and his search par# came under lire from mili¬ 
tants hiding in one of tne houses.- Major Jason Jacob Jesu 
himself suffered a bullet graze injury on the left chest, and 
the search paity had been very effectively pinned down by the 
militants fire. 

Despito the injury and grave ttneat to own life, he ordered 
two jawans to provide him covering fire, while he himself 
charged into the house, kicked open ihe door and shot dead 
one of the iwo militants there.. A sten machine caitnne, 
ammunition and grenades were lound. 

Thereafter the officer controlled the remaining operation re¬ 
sulting in the killing of seven more militants and recovery of 
large quantity of arms and ammunition besides one sophis¬ 
ticated Remote Contiolted Explosive Device and two 1CUM - 
Radio Sets. 

Major Jason Jacob Jesu, thus, displayed sheer grit, dog¬ 
ged determination, immense courage and excellent leader¬ 
ship while fighting the militants, 

20. i.ieutcnant Commander Kamal Singh, (02728-Z) 

(Effective date of the award : 14tb September, 1997) 

Visakhapatnain came to the brink of a dlsasLcr of an un¬ 
precedented magnitude in the early morning hours of 14 
Sep 9/. Huge fires raged at the HPCL Visakha Refinery, 
us a result ol LPG Gas leaks at the refinery having ignited. 
A scries ot explosions resulted in fanning the fire to the 
Hereby product storage POL tank and LPG Gas spheres. 
Hearing riiese expiosions and seeing the huge orange balls 
ot ffaine, Lt Cdr Kamal Singh immediately rushed to Port 
Defence Fieudquartcrs on liis own initiative, 

' At about b/UO Ins appreciating that a dangerous situation 
was tievclopmg, and that it may become increasingly difficult 
to combat itie fire, Lt Cell 1 Kumal Singh set ubout mobili¬ 
sing available naval resources, alerting the ships and estab¬ 
lish men.s. He reached the lcfinery with a small naval 
team, and on duly evaluating the conditions set about con¬ 
ducting the tire fighting operations. The officer realised 
that the LPG gas spheres which were on fire could explode 
any time. Despite scaring heat, toxic soot and the flash 
of fiamos, Lt Cdr Kamal Singh displaying great alacrity 
approached the fire at lank 125 and personally led the 
Naval/LIPCL/ Port personnel to fight the devastating fire, 
ultimately bringing it under control. 

Continuously battling flames throughout the day, the 
officer at about T7(K) brg appreciated that the flames fanned 
by the westerly winds were threatening to spread to the 
diesel tanks, which were yet intact. Lt Cdr Kamal Singh, 
once again, disregarding the lurking danger and his person¬ 
nel safety' closed into the proximity of the blazing Naptha 
Tank and rcsouicefully rigged up a fire hose from a nearby 
fire hydrant in extremely hazardous conditions. The officer 
fought the lire fearlessly and tirejessly for over 48 hrs at 
the site on 14/15/16 Sep 97 in daunting conditions. His 
efforts prevented loss of valuable lives and minimised vital 
national property losses. 

Lieutenant Commander Kama! Singh, thus, displayed 
conspicuous bravely even at the risk of his own life above 
and beyond the call of duty and exemplary courage and 
leadership. 

21, LIEUTENANT COMMANDER VINOD KUMAR 
' JHA (02761-Zj 

(Effective date of the award : 14th September, 1997) 

On the futeiul Sunday morning on 14 Sep 1997, Ljeute- 
iuint CqiviuiutkUjt Vinod Kumar Jhti avus -the Duty Officer 
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in MOC (V). At about 0630 hours he heard a loud 
explosion which shook the entire MOC (V) complex and 
shattered the door and window panes. Lt Cdr Jha, imme¬ 
diately rushed out to find out the cause and assess the situa- 
on, Lt Cdr Jha, sensing the looming danger to life and 
property, immediately informed the Duty Commander and 
proceeded to the site to carry out first hand investigation.

On arrival at the scene, Lt Cdr Jha witnessed utter chaos 
and panic with people running helter and skelter.

No one was willing 
to go close to the scene of fir^ to assess the • situation. 

Major fires were raging in different clusters inside the 
HPCL compound. The need of the hour was to immediately 
organise and mobilise the available resources in order to 
prevent the fire from escalating and spreading towards the 
six hhge tanks which contained diesel' and ' kerosene. Lt 
Cdr Jha took stock of the siluation by going close to the 
raging fire in different clusters and passed valuable infor¬ 
mation -to MOC (V) and Port Defence Headquarters. 

In' tire initial hours, when the fear of further explosions 
was foremost, Lt Cdr Jha moved around urging the people 
in Vicinity to help in limiting lire danger. At lO.C terminal 
side, which was in extreme danger, Lf Cdr Jha alongwith 
Lt Pillai moved away two railway lakes of fuel tanks to 
safety and thereby prevented further escalation of fire. 
Having averted the immediate danger he alongwith Lt 
I'iflai switched attention towards isolating the burning tanks 
from those still safe by identifying and closing the isolating 
valves which were burning hot. Lt Cdr Jha then organised 
the fire fighting arrangements available at the scene and 
urged the fire. lenders, which were parked some distance 
away due u> fear of explosions, to help in boundary cooling 
of the fanks which were still safe. The personal example and 
bravery exhibited by Lt Cdr Jha thus motivated others on 
the scene to join in a small team of Naval Personnel.

Lieutenant Commander Vinod Kumar Jha thus, display¬ 
ed conspicuous bravery even at tho risk of his own life.

Note 1 ; Candidates are allowed the option to answer the 
Paper 11 on Noting, Drafting & Office Procedure 
either in English or Hindi.

Paper I (a): General Awareness :—Questions will be aimed 
at testing the candidates general awareness of the environ¬ 
ment around him and its application to the society. Questions 
will also be designed to test knowledge of current events and 
of such matters of every day observations and experience in 
their scientific aspect as may be expected of an educated per¬ 
son. The test will also include questions relating to India 
and its neighbouring counLrios especially pertaining to His¬ 
tory, Culture, Geography, Economic Scene, General polity and 
scientific aspect as may be expected of an educated person. 
The test will also include questions relating to India and its 
neighbouring countries especially pertaining to History, Cul¬ 
ture, Geography, Economic Scene, General polity and scien¬ 
tific research. 

(b) Comprehension and Writing'Ability of English Langu¬ 
age ;—Questions will be designed to test the candidates under¬ 
standing and knowledge of English Language, vocabulary, 
spellings, gammer sentence structure, synonyms, antonyms, 
sentence completion, phrases and idiomatic use of .words etc. 
There will be a question on comprehension of a passage also. 
Paper II Noting and Drafting. 

Paper 11—Noting and Drafting and Office Procedure :— 

The paper of Noting and Drafting and Office Procedure 
will be designed to test the candidates knowledge of Office 
Procedure in the Secretariat and Attachd Offices and gene¬ 
rally their ability to writo and understand notes and drafts. 

Candidates belonging to Central Secretariat Clerical Ser- 
vice/Department of Tourism (Headquarters Estt)/Central 
Vigilance Commission/Ministry of Parliamentary Affairs/ 
Election Commission of India are required to study the
